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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 



Claims 1-16, 19-23, drawn to an implantable prosthesis, surgical instrument and 



kit for treating osteochondral pathologies, classified in class 623, subclass 11.11. 

II. Claims 17-18, drawn to method of treating osteochondral pathologies, classified 
in class 128, subclass 898. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions Group I and Group II are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that 
product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the method of Group II can be practiced with 
another materially different product. The method does not require the prosthesis to have a 
porous substrate and does not require a drill to cut the recess. The recess can be made by a laser. 
Election of Group I requires further election from the following restriction of Group I: 

III. Claims 1-8, drawn to an implantable prosthesis for treating osteochondral 
pathologies, classified in class 623, subclass 11.11. 

IV. Claims 9-16, 22-23, drawn to a surgical instrument, classified in class 606, 
subclass 99. 
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V. Claims 19-21, drawn to a kit for treating osteochondral pathologies, classified in 
class 623, subclass 11.11. 

Inventions Group III and Group IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention of Group IV of the surgical 
instrument has separate utility such as implanting a prosthesis without a porous substrate. See 
MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions Group III and Group V are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that 
the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the 
instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination 
as claimed because kit of Group V does not require a cap coupled to the porous substrate as does 
the prosthesis of Group III. The subcombination has separate utility such as being used in 
combination with a surgical instrument that includes a laser cutter instead of a drill. 

Inventions Group IV and Group V are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that 
the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the 
instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination 
as claimed because the kit of Group V does not require an implantable magazine coupled to the 
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drill as does the surgical instrument of Group IV. The subcombination has separate utility such 
as being used to cut, remove, and replace muscle. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, and different searches are required for Groups III, IV 
and V, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

A telephone call was made to Mr. John J. Bruckner on 9/6/01 to request an oral election 
to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. Mr. Bruckner 
no longer is with the firm and Mr. David J. Weitz is now handling the case. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR

INFORMATION ON HOW TO EFFECT DRAWING CHANGES 



1. Correction of Informalities — 37 CFR 1.85 

New corrected drawings must be filed with the changes incorporated therein. 
Identifying indicia, if provided, should include the title of the invention, 
inventor's name, and application number, or docket number (if any) if an 
application number has not been assigned to the application If this information is 
provided, it must be placed on the front of each sheet and centered within the top 
margin. If corrected drawings are required in a Notice of Allowability (PTOL- 
37), the new drawings MUST be filed within the THREE MONTH shortened 
statutory period set for reply in the Notice of Allowability Extensions of time 
may NOT be obtained under the provisions of 37 CFR I 1 36(a) or (b) for filing 
the corrected drawings after the mailing of a Notice of Allowability The 
drawings should be filed as a separate paper with a transmittal letter addressed to 
the Official Draftsperson. 

2. Corrections other than Informalities Noted by Draftsperson on form PTO- 
948. 

All changes to the drawings, other than informalities noted by the Draftsperson. 
MUST be made in the same manner as above except that, normally, a highlighted
